One  of  the  highlights  of  the  con¬ 
vention  was  a  visit  with  PresidenO 
Harry  S.  Truman,  who  met  with 
the  ACP  members  in  the  Rose 
Garden  of  the  White  House  and 
told  them  that  they  should  includo 
among  their  responsibilities  tho 
imparting  of  knowledge  about  gov¬ 
ernment  and  politics.  Few  of  tho 
editors  took  issue  mentally  with 
the  President,  but  many  of  them 
felt  that  it  might  have  been  better 
for  the  nation  if  the  people  could 
have  known  a  title  more  abou* 
government  and  politics — and  cep- 
tain  politicians — in  other  years. 

(Note:  The  President  permitted 
no  questions.  Did  he  fear  the  V  ati 
can  issue? )

In  many  cases  the  entire  church 
can  provide  for  six  days  care, 
which  is  the  average  stay  of  a 
patient  in  a  hospital.

The  missionary  is  Rev.  N.  G. 
Rickman  who  has  been  on  the  job 
•here  now  nearly  six  years.  He  has 
bad  an  interesting  and  successful 
career,  having  pa  stored  churches 
to  Colorado  and  Mississippi  as  well 
as  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces  in 
World  War  I  and  World  War  II. 

Being  a  native  of  Winson  County 
he  has  proved  to  be  an  exception 
to  die  oft-repeated  rule  that  a  “pro¬ 
phet  is  not  without  honor  save  in 
his  home  country." 

The  associational  missionary  co¬ 
operates  wholeheartedly  in  follow¬ 
ing  the  Southern  Baptist  program 
and  calendar  of  activities. 

All  the  organizations  —  Brother¬ 
hood,  Sunday  School,  Music,  Train¬ 
ing  Union,  W.  M.  U.,  and  others  — 
are  set  up  on  and  operate  on  eith¬ 
er  a  monthly  or  quarterly  sche¬ 
dule. 

Some  unique  features  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  include  assistance  to  negro 
churches  in  promoting  Vacation 
Bihle  Schools,  conducting  a  regular 
Bible  class,  the  use  of  visual  aids 
equipment,  a  calendar  of  activities, 
and  the  maintenance  of  a  regular 
associational  column  in  the  county 
paper 

Simultaneous  evangelistic  c  r  u- 
sades  and  schools  of  missions  are 
sponsored  annually.  Just  a  few  fig¬ 
ures  below  will  give  an  idea  of  how 
the  work  has  progressed  from  1642 
to  1951: 

In  1942  there  were  21  church¬ 
es;  in  1961,  27  churches.  In  1942, 
14  Sunday  Schools;  in  1951,  27 

schools.  During  that  period  the 
number  of  churches  with  Training 
Unions  grew  from  8  to  17.  The 
number  of  W.  M.  U.’s  doubled, 
horn  5  to  10. 

Gifts  to  missions  increased  from 
$3,506  to  $17,868.  Today  there  are 
16  churches  with  the  Every-Family 
Plan  of  the  Baptist  Record. 

The  thirteen  preachers  who 
have  been  ordained  during  these 
yeare  are:  Wayne  Coleman,  John 
Earl  Schoolar,  R.  L.  Jordan,  Hu¬ 
bert  Hurt,  James  Fancher,  James 
Hurt,  L.  G.  Camp,  Jr.,  Billy 
Bouchillon,  Denny  Fant,  Billy 
Francher,  Otyn  Roberts,  Clarence 
Mayo,  and  Earl  Moody. 

The  six  churches  organized: 
East  Louisville,  Crystal  Ridge, 
South  Louisville,  Wess  Chapel,  Sin¬ 
gleton,  and  Westend. 

The  missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Hickman,  maintains  a  busy  sche¬ 
dule,  on  call  tor  many  services  and 
activities  in  addition  to  leading  in 
toe  full  promotion  of  toe  anocia- 
tionul  program.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Clarke  College  and  Southern  Semi¬ 
nary,  Louisville. 

He  succeeded  Dr.  John  F.  Car- 
tor,  now  on  faculty  of  Qarke  Col¬ 
lege,  as  missionary  and  he  pvea 
much  of  the  credit  lor  beginning 
toe  program  to  his  successor. 


This  $1,000,000  check  was  sent  by  Texas  Baptists  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  to  be  used  for  foreign  missions.  The  million  dol¬ 
lars  came  as  a  result  of  special  offerings  promoted  last  year  by  the 
Texas  Baptist  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  through  the  Lottie  Moon 
offering.  The  amount  represented  a  landmark  in  Texas  Baptist  his¬ 
tory,  being  an  increase  of  about  $230,000  in  similar  offerings  promoted 
the  previous  year  by  the  Missionary  Union,  and  1960  had  been  a 
record  year.  Taking  a  last  look  at  the  check  before  it  was  sent  on 
its  way  are:  Dr.  J.  Howard  Williams,  executive  secretary  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  General  Convention  of  Texas;  and  Miss  Eula  Mae  Henderson, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Texas  Baptist  Woman’s  Missionary  Union.

When  were  they  anything  else? 
Hardly  a  day  passes  but  we  re¬ 
ceive  some  press  release  stating 
that  some  Catholic  organization 
is  interfering  with  political  mat¬ 
ters.  For  instance,  there  has  been 
before  the  Congress  for  many 
months  an  education  aid  bill.  But 
Catholics  oppose  this  strictly  non¬ 
sectarian  matter  because  it  does 
not  include  aid  for  the  parochial 
schools  of  the  Catholic  church. 

For  example,  here  is  the  first 
paragraph  of  a  news  release  re¬ 
ceived  today: 

“Milwaukee,  Wis. — Action  of 
George  E.  Watson,  state  superin¬ 
tendent  of  public  instruction,  in 
cutting  off  state  aid  to  14  public 
schools  taught  by  Catholic  nuns, 
was  termed  ‘ill  advised,’  ‘narrow  ly 
secularistic’  and  ‘arbitararily  incon¬ 
sistent’  by  the  Catholic  Herald 
Citizen.” 

“There  is  a  lie  abroad,”  the 
bishop  said,  “that  the  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic  Church  is  perverting  the  na¬ 
tion,  is  bent  upon  raiding  the 
Treasury,  is  guilty  in  some  way 
or  other  of  subverting  the  Consti¬ 
tution  in  order  that  the  State 
might  be  subservient  to  the 
Church.” 

“This  is  noMrue.  We  are  not  in 
favor  of  an  established  church  in 
the  United  States.  We  do  not  want 
an  established  church  and  have 
never  wanted  it.  We  are  loyal  to 
the  United  States  and  we  propose 
to  remain  loyal  to  it.” 

If  the  Roman  Catholic  church 
is  not  bent  upon,raiding  the  Treas¬ 
ury,  why  are  they  constantly  tak¬ 
ing  money  from  the  Treasury  to 
help  build  their  hospitals.  A  large 
majority  of  the  hospital  money 
that  has  been  granted  in  the  past 
few  years  to  sectarian  organiza¬ 
tions  has  gone  to  the  Catholics. 
In  many  communities  parochial 
schools  are  being  aided  and  in 
some  cases  entirely  supported  from 
public  funds.

VATICAN  QUESTION 

The  ACP  instructed  its  presi¬ 
dent,  Dr.  George  W.  Buckner,  Jr 
editor  of  World  Call,  to  ascertain 
the  stand  ef  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  presidential  nominees 
on  the  question  of  an  American 
embassy  at  the  Vatican. 

Concern  over  "low  moral  stand¬ 
ards"  in  television  was  expressed 
by  the  ACP.  It  said  the  matter  of 
TV  standards  "should  not  be  left 
entirely  to  the  control  exercised 
through  legislation.”  but  that  it  is 
"the  duty  of  the  churches  to  con¬ 
centrate  on  the  maintenance  of  high 
moral  standards,  both  personal 
and  social.”

Ftrtlgn  Beard  Asks  Worldwide 
f,»i*geli»tic  Crusade  in  1953 

TV  Southern  Baptist  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  meeting  in  semi¬ 
annual  full  session  in  Richmond, 
April  8-9,  invited  all  Baptist  con. 
tendons  and  missions  around  the 
world,  which  are  connected  with 
the  Board,  to  join  together  with 
Southern  Baptists  in  1953  in  a 
worldwide  emphasis  in  direct  evan¬ 
gelism. 

The  action  was  taken  by  the 
adooiioo  of  tne  following  resolu¬ 


te  save  the  world?  To  what  exteot 
can  we  and  should  we  revise  our 
whole  missionary  approach  to  the 
world  to  cope  with  the  emergency 
of  this  day? 

“Revolutionary  changes  taking 
place  in  the  world  demand  that 
we  examine  fearlessly  and  realis¬ 
tically  our  methods  and  proced¬ 
ures 

“We  can  never  match  the  world’s 
need  by  methods  alone.  It  was 
through  the  cross  of  Christ  that 
God  provided  the  dynamic  that 
made  the  methods  and  approach  of 
the  disciples  effective.  Our  meth¬ 
ods  can  never  be  effective  except 
as  they  are  expressions  of  the 
cross  on  which  we  have  placed 
ourselves. 

“I  have  an  uneasy  fear  that  un¬ 
consciously  we  are  assuming  that 
the  world  can  be  saved  without 
that  kind  at  cross.  We  want  a  cross 
with  loud  speakers  on  K  so  that  we 
can  remain  m  the  comfort  of  our 
security,  separated  from  the  mis¬ 
eries  of  men  and  preach  the  gos¬ 
pel  of  the  cross  to  them. 

“If  God  could  have  saved  the 
world  by  remoteness,  by  remaining 
separated  from  men,  would  he 
have  incarnated  himself  in  human 
form  and  become  in  fashion  as  a 
man,  to  live  among  men  as  one 
of  them?  The  non-Christian  world 
is  asking  today  as  never  before: 
‘Who  are.  these  people  who  send 
missionaries  to  lead  us  to  accept 
the  things  they  profess?  What  do 
they  have  to  give  to  us  that  is  bet¬ 
ter  than  what  we  have?' 

“How  much  longer  will  non- 
Christians  in  other  lands  listen  to 
our  preaching  of  a  gospel  which 
they  think  we  do  not  practice? 
From  the  viewpoint  of  noo-Chris- 
tiam  in  other  lands,  our  faith  and 
practice  can  be  only  dimly  discern, 
ed  behind  a  cloud  of  so  much  that 
denies  the  Christian  faith. 

“What,  then,  can  we  do?  In  my 
opinion,  we  have  never  made  an 
approach  to  the  world  than  can  be 
more  convincing  than  the  tending 
of  missionaries 


••In  view  of  the  gratifying  re¬ 
mits  which  have  been  achieved  in 
evangelistic  crusades  during  the 
past  five  years,  both  within  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  and 
■1  Baptist  missions  and  conven¬ 
tions  in  other  lands, 

“Be  it  resolved  that  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  invito  all  the  mis¬ 
sions  and  conventions  abroad  with 
which  the  Board  is  affiliated  to 
join  with  Southern  Baptists  in  giv- 
ing  a  united  emphasis  to  world 
evareelism  in  1953. 

"That  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  offer  its  services  in  what¬ 
ever  ways  it  may  be  able  to  assist 
the  missions  and  conventions  in 
setting  up  their  plans  and  organi¬ 
sations  for  these  crusades  as  they 
may  request. 

"That  we  ask  the  area  secretar¬ 
ies  ot  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
to  serve  as  a  committee  to  repre¬ 
sent  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  in 
implementing  this  program  and  to 
assist  the  missions  and  conventions 
in  correlating  their  {dans  in  so  far 
as  Practicable.”

Bogota,  Colombia  (RNS)  Three 
persons  were  injured  during  wor¬ 
ship  services  in  a  Protestant 
i  chapel  here  when  the  building  was 
i  stoned  by  a  crowd  of  demonstra- 
j  *ors  lod  by  a  Roman  Catholic 
priest,  according  to  the  Confed¬ 
eration  of  Protestant  Churches  in 
Colombia. 

Pastor  Luis  Quiroga,  general 
seci-etary  of  the  Confederation,  said 
that  a  woman  teacher  and  two 
other  persons  were  struck  by  the 
stones  and  the  chapel’s  window 
panes  were  smashed. 

He  said  that  the  priest  led  the 
demonstrators  into  the  chapel  and 
ordered  them  to  haul  its  benches 
and  books  into  the  street  and  burn 
them. 

Meanwhile,  dispatches  from  Ar- 
|  menia,  100  miles  west  of  here,  re¬ 
ported  that  a  woman  and  child 
had  been  shot  in  a  similar  attack 
on  a  Protestant  church  there.

Undoubtedly  our  divine 
Lord  has  joined  the  two,  therefore, 
let  not  us  as  Baptists  be  the  in¬ 
strumentality  to  part  them  asun¬ 
der. 

The  teaching  of  our  Lord  on  this 
point  is  cumulative  and  as  clear 
and  unmistakable  as  anything  to 
be  found  in  the  Bible.  To  empha¬ 
size  the  supreme  importance  of 
this  kind  ot  service  He  goes  so  far 
•s  to  put  »t  on  the  solemn  basis 
•f  service  to  Himself.  "I  was  an 
k  hungered,  and  ye  gave  me  meat; 
f  I  was  thirsty,  and  ye  gave  me 
drink;  ...  I  was  sick,  and  ye 
visited  me  .  .  verily,  inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me.” 

Also,  by  the  terms  of  the  great 
commission  under  which  every 
booa  fide  Baptist  body  functions, 
we  are  committed  to  this  type  of 
aerviee.  Let  us  hoar  and  heed,  “Go 
ye  therefore  aw!  make  disciples 
ef  all  nations,  baptising  them.  .  .  . 
and  teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  corn- 
commanded  you.”  H  we  have  the 
right  to  delete  the  commission  of 
this  clause  and  thereby  relieve 
ourselves  of  responsibility  at  this

Dr.  Goerner,  professor  of  mis¬ 
sions,  Southern  Seminary,  Louis¬ 
ville,  Ky„  recently  toured  Baptist 
mission  fields  around  the  world.
